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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the drawing is inconsistent with amended 
specification of "A second line 28 delivers an absorption solution into the absorber, positioned 
next to the absorber 22" has not been presented in the drawing. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings Aj/ill not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1,2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takahata et 
al. (U.S. Patent Number 5,477,696). 

Takahata et al. disclose a control device for absorption chiller. The absorption system 
comprises an absorber 2, an evaporator 1, a generator 5, connecting conduits, sensors 26,25,8 
and control means 30A. The control means 30A is provided for calculating amaximum 
allowable heating quantity (sensing an undesirable heat load) of the high temperature generator 5 
and adjusting an opening degree of the burning quantity control valve 10 (reduce the load of the 
system) so that a present heating quantity Q of the high temperature generator 5 does not exceed 
a calculated maximum allowable heating quantity Q*. 

4. Claims 1,2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Izumi et al. 
(JP 05248726, English translation provided). 

Izumi et al. disclose an absorption refrigeration machine. The machine comprises a 
generator 1, an evaporator 4, an absorber 5, controller 8, pipes, refrigerant circuit, heating control 
valve V2 and temperature sensors T1,T2,T3. The heating control valve V2 is installed in order to 
control the amount of the elevated-temperature steam supplied to the pipe 10 by the controller 8. 
The restart, short stoppage and normal operation conditions are irrelevant since these are 
apparatus claims or they are not in the claims. 

5. Claims 1,2,3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ubukata et al. (JP 10300263, English 
translation provided). 
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Ubukata et al. disclose an absorption refrigerator. Referring to the figpre, the refrigeration 
system comprises an evaporator 10, an absorber 20, and a generator 40, control section 80, alarm 
system and temperature sensor T. A control part 80, which monitors a solution temperature 
detected by a temperature sensor T, determines that the steam leaks out from a steam valve 71 or 
starts pump P3 and provide alarm. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if die differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takahata et al. 
(U.S. Patent Number 5,477,696) in view of Nakamura et al. (JP 2002013834). 

Takahata et al. disclose the invention substantially as claimed. However, Takahata et al. 
do not disclose a warning device. Nakamura et al. disclose a warning device in the same field of 
endeavor for the purpose of warning personnel. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the apparatus of 
Takahata et al. with a warning device in view of Nakamura et al. so as to improve safety.

8. Claims 4 and 6-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
